The 2/lustrated Londan News’ wonderfully com- 
prehensive Panorama of the Queen’s Funeral 
(a florin Souvenir for evcry home) shows how 
Bluejackets reverently bore the coflin from 
Osborne House to the khaki - coloured gun- 
carriage drawn by eight bays; and Messrs, 
Russell and Sons’ photograph on this page 
presents -a vivid picture of the historic рго- 
cession, infinitely pathetic in its simplicity. 
The start was made at 1.35 p.m. Тһе Highland 
Pipers in advance played the Lament of the 
Black Watch. Near the coffin walked those 
faithful members of the late Queen’s Household, 
Major Count Gleichen, Captain Е. .Ponsonby, 
Lieutenant - Colonels Carington, Sir Fleetwood 
Edwards, Davidson, and Sir Arthur 
Bigge, and Major-General Sir John M‘Neill; 
while immediately behind were Admiral Sir 
Michael Culme-Séymour and Vice-Admiral Sir 
John Fullerton. 

The King followed, with the German Emperor 
on his right, and His Majesty’s brother, General 
the Duke of Connaught, on his left. Both the 
King and the Emperor were dressed as Admirals 
of the British Navy. The Duke of Connaught 
was in a similar uniform. In the second line 
were Prince Arthur of Connaught, Prince Henry 
of Prussia, and the young Duke of Saxe-Coburg 
(Duke of Albany). In the third line were Prince 
Charles of Denmark, Prince Louis of Batten- 
berg, and the Crown Prince of Prussia. 

Attired in black were Queen Alexandra, the 
Duchess of Cornwall and York (the Duke was, 
unfortunately, in bed, ill with German measles), 
the Duchess of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, Princes 
Christian, Princess Louise, Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, the Duchess of Connaught, the 
Duchess of Albany, Princess Victoria, and 
Princess Charles of Denmark. 

It may well be that during that solemn walk 
from Osborne to Cowes the King and the Royal 
Family experienced the soft solace many of us 
have felt on such mournful occasions upon hear- 
ing the melodious strains of Chopin’s Funeral 
March. As played that Friday afternoon by tl 
massed Bands of the Royal Marines and of the 
Royal Marine Light Infantry, the inexpressibly

| comforting music seemed full of joyful Hope as 


well as of natural grief; and, again, when the 
Marche Funèbre filled the air on Saturday last 
it was irresistibly suggestive of angelic flight 
to the Heaven our beloved Queen had won. 

Unbidden tears started in many eyes as this 
modest Royal procession of 
graceful and beautiful new Queen the central 
leading figure of the group of Royal ladies in 
deepest black—entered Cowes, and the 
cortége proceeded through painfully silent ranks 
to the Trinity Pier. The Duchess of Cornwall 
and York accompanied her relatives with the 
coffin on board the Alberta; and, bidding them 
good-bye, returned to the bedside of the ailing 
Duke Osborne. It was in a simple deck 
pavilion, from the ridge of which hung a rich 
canopy of ruby velvet, lined with white silk, that 
the coffin was laid tenderly by the Bluejackets. 
This done, the Royal mourners proceeded in 
pinnaces to the Victoria and Albert and Osborne, 
which followed the Alberta 


Through the Magnificent Fleet to 

Portsmouth. 
The Admirals’ wreaths — chains or violets and 
anchors of white lilies—were beautiful embellish- 
ments of the Royal pavilion. Shortly after three 
o'clock the Alberta cast off her moorings, and 
steamed up the sunlit Solent through a stately 
avenue of ironclads miles and miles in length. 
It was a naval spectacle such as only England 
could produce. 

The Lords of the Admiralty deserved and had 
the warmest thanks of the Press for their courtesy

Diana, Pelorus, Pactolus, Bellona, Galatea, 
Severn, Melampus, Howe, Nile, Запа Pareil, 
Colossus, Collingwood, Benbow, Rodney, Camper- 
down, and Alexandra — thirty pennants in all, 
exclusive of the St. George and Juno, which 
joined the Fleet. At a point midway between 
the two Flag-sbips the line curved slightly to 
the south, to avoid the Ryde Middle Shoal, and 
then resumed its original direction. The track 
of the Funeral Procession was to the south of 
this line, at the distance of acable and a half from 
the ships; and at the same distance on the other 
band was the line of foreign ships and British 
zun-boats, these last being nearest to Cowes. 
The Portsmouth Flotilla of Torpedo-Destroyers 
led the Royal yacht Alberta. These boats were 
the Petrel, Crane, Kestrel, Sylvia, Spiteful, Electra, 
Fawn, and Vulture. The Alberta followed, flying 
the Royal Standard at half-mast at the main, 
and the white ensign in the same way at the 
stern. On boarl the Alberta, Admiral Sir 
Michael Culme-Seymour and four Aides-de- 
Camp were keeping watch and ward, with Sir 
John M‘Neill, V.C., Lady Lytton, and the Hon. 
Harriet Phipps. After the Alberta, bearing its 
precious burden, came the King's yacht Vic‘oria 
and Albert, in which His Majesty and Queen 
Alexandra, with the Kaiser and the Royal and 
Imperial Suites, had embarked. The Osborne 
followed, and was succeeded by the splendid 
Hohenzollern, the Kaiser's yacht, a magnificent 
vessel of 4187 tons. Тһе Admiralty yacht 


Enchantress came next after the Hohenzollern, 
having on board Lord Selborne and the other 
Naval Lords.

IS IMPERIAL MAJESTY the German 

Emperor, who won golden opinions among 

all classes in this country by his self- 

sacrificing pilgrimage to the death-bed 

of Queen Victoria, һай а most enthusiastic 

greeting when he arrived in London last Tuesday 
afternoon on his return to Potsdam. 

The King, the German Emperor, the Duke of 
Connaught, and other Royalties arrived at 
Paddington from Windsor at 1.30. There 
was a distinguished gathering on the platform, 
and as the train steamed into the station 
the National Anthem was. played, and_loud 
cheers were raised. The Imperial and Royal 
party were received with а salute. Five 
minutes later, accompanied by a қараған 
ruard, they drove to Marlborougu House. 
The whole of the route was lined with tens 
of thousands of citizens anxious to show their 
appreciation of all the Kaiser has done during 
these sad days. His Imperial Majesty was 
ereeted with one long and loud roar of cheers. 
It was, indeed, a very remarkable demonstration, 
and as spontaneous as it was wonderful. Marl- 
borough House was reached shortly before two. 
An immense crowd cheered the Royal party with

King Edward bade his illustrious nephew and 
the German Crown Prince a hearty good-bye 
at Charing Cross Terminus the same afternoon.

Further details as to the mishap at Modder- 
fontein show that the post was rushed on a night 
of unusual darkness, the enemy numbering about 
fourteen hundred, and having with them a gun 
ind pom-pom.
